Serious Condition of Affairs In Soath 
Dakota. 
Chamberlain, S. D., June 17.—By the 
location of a boundary line sixty settlers 
are found tobe.with their crops and im­ 
provements, located in the Rosebud In­ 
dian reservation. This is the serious 
condition of affairs that exists in Greg­ 
ory county, south of here; a condition 
of affairs that may result in a bloody 
clash between the settlers and the Rose­ 
bud agency Indians. Up to February 
IO, 1890, Gregory county was a part of 
the Sioux reservation, but on that day 
was included in the 11,000,000 acres relin­ 
quished by the Sioux and thrown open 
to white settlement. The soil in that 
section is first-class and it was not long 
uptil practically every acre of what was 
supposed to be the ceded land n that 
county was surveyed. As most 
of 
the settlers are poor it will be a great 
hardship to them if they are conceited 
to move at once and thus lose their 
crops. To prevent this the squatters 
have held a meeting and petitioned the 
government authorities to permit them 
to remain where they are until their 
crops are harvested. 


Scandal In Indian Schools. 
Little Rock, Ark., June 17.—Informa­ 
tion reaches here from the Indian ter­ 
ritory to the effect that many of the 
Indian 
patrons 
of the 
government 
school at Pawhuska, Osage nation, are 
taking their daughters away because 
of the conduct of certain male teachers. 
The greatest excitement is said to pre­ 
vail among the Osage Indians, and the 
government is to be asked to investi­ 
gate the charges and pnish the guilty 
partiies.

San Francisco, Cal., June 17.—Three 
suits for damages aggregating $150,000 
are to be filed against the Pacific Mall 
company as the result of the loss of the 
•teamer Colima. 
One suit is to be 
brought by Charles Thornton, whoee 
wife was a passenger on the Colima. 
Another will be brought by Mrs. Thom­ 
as Gray, whose husband was in charge 
of the refrigerator room, and the third 
complaint is by Capt. C. C. Struckman. 
whose mother was drowned. The com­ 
plaints allege that the cargo of the 
steamer was badly stowed and that the 
officers showed neglect In not giving 
the passengers warning of danger, so 
they could have taken measures to save 
their lives. It is charged that life pre­ 
servers were not given to the passengers 
and that there were not enough life pre­ 
servers on board to supply 
all who 
Heeded them. 


FARMERS RAISE THE CATTLE. 


Immense Sam Needed to Pay Indemnity 
to Japan. 
London, June 17.—It Is rumored that 
China has not yet agreed to the Russo- 
Chinese loan operation, fearing that the j timate 
terms of the guarantee will make It dif­ 
ficult to obtain the remainder of the 
money required for the indemnity. 
A dispatch to the Times from Paris 
says that the agents of the syndicate 
have started to St. Petersburg to sign 
the Chinese loan 
agreement. 
The 
Standard, In Its financial article says 
that it is assurerd that the Russo-Chl- 
nese loan Is destined solely to indemnify 
Japan for abandoning her claims to the 
Liaon Tung peninsula. Therefore China 
must still raise £30,000,000 for the gen­ 
eral indemnity, which will pledge over 
two-thirds of her entire customs rev­ 
enue. 


Religions Affairs In Mexico. 
Guatemala, June 17.—The efforts of 
the Jesuits to intrench themselves In 
Mexico are viewed with interest here. 
It is lamented that public men gener­ 
ally declare themselves atheists, agnos­ 
tics, or materialists.

Indiana Liquor Deniers and Temperance 
People Lock Horns. 
Indianapolis, Ind., June 17. — This 
| week will witness the inauguration of 
open warfare between the liquor dealers 
and the law and order leagues of this 
state. The Nicholson bill will, with its 
sweeping changes, become 
operative, 
and the enforcement of the law will be 
bitterly resisted by 
Indiana 
saloon­ 
keepers. 
Twenty cities and towns in 
northern Indiana have reported that 
almost without exception no steps have 
been taken by liquor dealers to obey the 
law, which is accepted as significant of 
a prolonged contest in the courts. It 
is further stated that In a number of 
counties in northern Indiana the tem­ 
perance people expect to drive every 
saloon out within one year under the 
local option section of the law. Legal 
opinion is to the effect that the law Is 
unconstitutional, and consequently in­ 
operative. In the central and southern 
part of the state the situation is similar. 


Ka man Firm Advances Wages.

Make Your Waist Linings Faller Than the 
O utside—Boning Bodices. 
The homo dressmaker should bear in 
mind that the lining of a bodice must be a 
little fuller than the outside in order to 
insure a perfect fit. 
The difference is tri­ 
fling, seemingly, but is absolutely neces­ 
sary. Tho seams should be deeply notched 
at all curves, after being stitched, and 
should be pressed open flat and the edges 
overcast or bound with thin, narrow rib 
bon. 
Before pressing the seams it is well 
to pass the hot iron over a fragment of tho 
dress goods, to be sure that heat will not 
permanently change the color. 
French modistes bone every seam of the 
bodice, although hero the side seams of 
the back piece aro sometimes left unboned 
on account of their extreme curve.
